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The most serious op-osit‘on encountered by the Com-unist Party of Colombia 
(PCC) in its campaign te win the support of farm workers is presented by 
local nriests, who onenly oppose the Confederacion de Trabijadores de Colombia 
', (Colombian Norkers' Confederation—CTC) as being Commmist—dominated and 
support the Union de Trabajadores Colombianos (Union of Colombian Wor'cers—-UIC). 
The POC decision to agitate among rural wor'ers was based on the fact that the 
lerrest pronortion of the Colombian population could be found in this category, 
that these people are consijdere? to be those most easily influenced, and that 
the Party has encountered opposition in tts attewpts to a¢itate among organised 
wor ‘ors, ary of whom supvort the Communist Labor Party (PCO). 
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
